BEYOND THE PERF 


How do you put a new twist on an old favorite? Although there are 
thousands of subjects considered for use on U.S. postage stamps, 
some themes are used again and again due to universal appeal. 

In 1973, the Postal Service began issuing its annual Love stamps 

and they have become perennial favorites. Over the years these 
stamps have featured a wide variety of designs, including heart 
motifs, colorful flowers, animals and cherubs. But this year, we take a 
completely fresh look at the “game” of love with the King and Queen 
of Hearts stamps. 

Artist Jeanne Greco created the stamp art using images from 
18th-century French playing cards as reference. “I wanted to find 
something intriguing on two levels—visually compelling, but also 
conceptually smart,’ she says. “l especially liked the idea of using an 
everyday icon to symbolize the male and the female, and the fact 
that they’re showing adoration toward each other” 

Love stories take various forms, but they all seem to follow one 
of several basic patterns. Perhaps that is partly why Greco and art 


director Derry Noyes settled on a repeating pattern for these stamps.

“| love the idea,’ says Noyes, “of having the design flow through the 
stamp perforations so it’s a continuous pattern, and it doesn't stop 
with a white border around it...” 

In addition to this newest stamp in the Love series, you'll find 
several other new series designs in this issue. With a rate change 
coming in May, look for fresh subjects not only in the collectible 
program, but in the mail use program as well. Included among 
the new entries are Scenic American Landscapes, Black Heritage, 
Literary Arts, Distinguished Americans and Weddings stamps.
